Besides, the printing of the KavyaprakaSa, Part II and Arya- 
bhatiya, Part 1, was almost iinished and the major portion of the 
body of Prakriyasarvasva, Part I and Balamartandavijaya was also 
printed. 

Tour and Collection of Maniiscripts. During the }’ear I went 
on tour over 8 taluks and examined 18 libraries within this State* 
As directed in G 0. No. D. Dis. 248 of 28/Educatioh dated the 
1 9th March 1928, 1 iiiulertook a tour for collection of manuscripts 
from the private libraries situated in the Districts of Cochin and 
Malabar and visited 10 libraries {vide Appendix A). Altogether I 
spent 48 days in camp and collected 1 7b manuscripts. Among 
these 7o are rare and valuable manuscripts and the remaining 101 
are second copies which are indispensable ha* collating the manus- 
cripts that are being edited here. Among the maiuiscripts collected, 
Kohalamata, a rare treatise on music ami Sai*vadiir6anakaumudi, an 
important work on the six systems of philo<0))hy deserve* particular 
mention. A descriptive list of all the mtinuscri))ts is given in 
Appendix B. 

Transcription and Comparison of Manuse rip i". Tlu! number 
of Grantlias transcribed from manuscripts acf[ui]*ed on loan from 
private libraries amounted to 101,217 as against 94,080 in the pre- 
vious year; and 40,850 (jranihas were compared with the originals 
to ensure accuracy, as against 58,87.5 Graiithas of the pnnnous year.

I have the honour to submit the Annual Report of the Depart- 
ment for the Publication of Oriental Manuscripts for the year 
1106 M. E. — 


Staff- Mr, T. S. Visvesvara Sastriar, Pandit on Rs. .50-5/1-70 
retired from service on the afternoon of the 15th Meenam 1106. 
Mr. Sastriar had entered service in his 38th year in this office, 
having been exempted from the operation of Art. 43 of the Travan- 
core Service Regulations. He was taken here in his late age be- 
cause of his consummate scholarship in Sastras and he discharged 
his duties with single-hearted devotion and loyalty. His late age 
had denied him the full term of service and he was eligible for a 
pension of Rs. 21/- only per mensem. In view of the good services 
rendered by him I had recommended to Government for an enhan- 
ced pension being given to him. It is gratifying to note that Go- 
vernment in appreciation of the good work done by the Pandit, 
were pleased to sanction, an enhanced pension of Rs. i;.5/- per men- 
sem, being granted to him, as per G- 0. No. FI. 1296 dated the 
1st August 1831. 

In the vacancy caused by the retirement of Mr. T S. Visves- 
vara Sastriar, Pandit on Rs. 50-5/1-70, Mr. V. Subbar ayacharya, 
Assistant Pandit on Rs 40-2/1-50, was appointed from 16-8-1106 
the last place of Assistant Pandits being filled up by Mr. A. Yajna- 
swami Sarma, Sanskrit munshi in the English High ^,chool, 
Kottarakara. 


In the Pandit’s place on Rs. 50-5/1-70, which had been va- 
cant from 30-2-1105, consequent on the transfer of Mr. R. Hari- 
bara S^tri, Head Pandit on Rs. 70-5/1-100, to the Sanskrit 
College,*Mr- A. Paramesvara Sastri, Assistant P^Sndit on Rs 40- 
5/2-70, was appointed here from 9-2-1106, as ordered in G. 0. No* 
D. Dis* 1052 of 30/ Edn. , dated the 20th September 1930, 

Q. P. T. 706. 810. 16-9.1107. B 



A Temporary Vaidya Pandit on Rs. 40 per mensem, was alsc 
appointed from 9- 2- 1106, as a result of the amalgamation of the 
Sanskrit, Malayalani and Ayurvedic publications, 

Amahjamaiion of the Publication of^ SansJcrit, Malayalani and 
Ayurvedic Manuscripts. Until the year 1924, there was only one 
department in the State for the preservation and publication of an- 
cient manuscripts, both Sanskrit and Malayalam. With a view 
mainly to avoid delay in the collection and publication of Malaya- 
1am Manuscripts, Government in their G. 0. No. 422 of 23/Leg. E., 
directed that the Curator for the publiaition of Oriental Manuscripts 
be relieved of the work of publication of Malay alam Manuscripts 
and that the work be entrusted to a separate agency. For the 
same' reason, mainly, the publication of rare Ayurvedic Manuscripts 
was also transferred to the Director of Ayurveda towards the close 
of that year. This arrangpnent had worked for about 6 years- 

In August 1926, the Advisory Board for the publication of 
Sanskrit Manuscripts expressed dissatisfaction at the slow progress 
made in the work of publication of Malayalani Manuscripts by 
Mr. Sankara Menon, the late Curator and suggested that such books 
in Malayalam as are closely connected with important works in 
Sanskrit might well be published by the Curator for the Publication 
ol Sanskrit Manuscripts. In 1927, the Board further definitely re- 
commended that the department for the publication of Malayalam 
T.hiuuscripts might be amalgamated with that of Sanskrit Manus- 
cripts. 

The reasons advanced by the Board for such an amalgamation 
were: — 

1. that it is uneconomical to have two publishing depart- 
ments; 

2. that a thorough knowledge of Sanskrit literature and lan- 
guage was highly desirable for satisfactorily editing Malayalam 
Jianuscripts; 

o. that owing to the inter-allied nature of Sanskrit and Ma- 
k.yalam works, co-ordination of tlie publications could' be better 
achieved by one and the same agency attending to both the publi- 
cations ; 

4. that in the matter of collection of manuscripts^^so, dupli- 
cation of agencies could be avoided; and 

5. that the present Sanskrit Curator Mr. Sambasiva Sastrigal 
is well-versed in Malayalam. 
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The Advisory Board also suggested that the combined depart- 
ment may be entrusted with the publication o£ rare Ayurveda ma- 
nuscripts and that the Director of Ayurveda may, if necessary, be 
co-opted as a member of the Sanskrit Advisory Board ^ith a View 
to assist in the publication of Ayurvedic books. 

Government after carefully considering the proposals agreed 
with the Board that the publication of Malayalam, Sanskrit and 
'Ayurvedic Manuscripts might be entrusted to one and the same 
agency. They accordingly sanctioned the department for the p9b- 
lication of Sanskrit and Malayalam works (including Ayurvedic 
Manuscripts) being amalgamated and placed under the control of 
the Curator for Sanskrit Manuscripts and also sanctioned the Ad- 
visory Board for the publication of Sanskrit Manuscripts being 
strengthened by the addition of Mr. S. Paramesvara Aiyar m. a., 
B. L. , Dewan Feishkar, and the principal of the Ayurveda College 
as Members of the Board. The quorum for the meetings of the 
Board was raised from 3 to 4. 

The work of the combined department during the yeiir 1106 
resulted in very good progress being made in the publication of 
Malayalcm and Ayurvedic Manuscripts.

These 12 works which are both rare and valuable surpass in 
respect of quality and quantity the publications of the department 
in any of the previous years. 

Tour and Collection of Manuscripts, During the year I went 
on tour over 9 taluks and examined 26 libraries (vide Appendix A) 
pending 84 days in camp as against 51 days in the previous year. 
The number of Sanskrit Manuscripts collected during the year 
lamounted to 102 of which 34 arc rare and unpublished and the 
remaining 68 arc second copies obtained for the purpose of collating 
the manuscripts already collected. Among these Samaprakyti- 
bha^ya of Kafiyapa Bharatasvamin, Pramanalak§ana of Sarvajnat- 
mayati and Katnapancalika or Kuvalayavali of Singa Bhupala 
deserve special mention. The number of Malayalam and Tamil 
lUscripts collected was 68 which also contains many works of 
XQ value. A descriptive list of all the manuscripts collected is 
"ded as Appendix B, 

Special Cataloguing Worh A graduate was appointed during 
le year on Rs, 40 per mensem, for the preparation of a new ca- 
^ogue of the manuscripts collected by the department, bringing 
t the details of other authors and works if any referred to there- 
Uj and giving as brief an account as convenient of each of them so as 
afford an insight into the subjects dealt with, the expenditure 
ing met from the allotment provided for collection of manuscripts 
Under the contingencies. He worked for 5 months from Dhanu 
1106, makmg ^ critical, historical and comparative study of the 



4 manuscripts.' viz., Avantisundari Kitha of Diijdin, Adbhuta- 
panjaru) Anargharaghavavyakhya and Alaiikarasarvasvasanjivini. 
The. work was discontinued from, the close of.Medora 1106 as or- 
dered in G. 0. Nq- D- Dis. 494 of 31/Edn., dated the 1st May 1931. 

Transcription and comparison of manuscripts, The number of 
Granthas transcribed on paper from manuscripts acquired on loan 
from private libraries amounted to 147950 as against 10776'0‘in the 
previous year .and 508O0 Granthas were compared with the originals 
to ensurei accuracy. 

Literary Communication. The department continued to furnish 
literary inforniation and references to European and Indian scho- 
lars engaged in research work as required by thelU’ The Publi- 
cations of the department elicited unstinted admiration from scho- 
lars all the world over, as is evident from the following' select opi- 
nions: — 

1. “ I have received the six new works lately published in the 
Trivandrum Sanskrit Series as Nos. 100 to 105 and I have al- 
ready perused a good paid of them- It is about one year I had i 
received parts 96 to 99, including the first part of Skanda- 
svamin’s Bhasya on Bgveda and Slokavartika II. I wonder 
how you can manage to get so many important works pub- 
lished, edited and printed in such a short time. And I see 
moreover on the cover of part 105 that you have 1 4 more 
works in the Press, belonging to almost as many classes of 
literature.

1040/32 Fdu,, 
dated the 10th September 1932, (‘iitrusting the publication of Ayur- 
veda Manuscrlpls to the Principal, Ayurveda College, Mr, P. V-is^- 
devan Pillay, Temporary Vaidya Pandit in this office, was traiis- 
ferred to the Ayurveda College on the fore-noon of 31-1-1108. 

Mr. V. Raja Raja Varma Raja, who had been the Chief 
Pandit of the Malayalam Section, resigned his post from 2-4-1108 
on the ground that the circumstances of his family did not permit 
his permanent stay in Trivandrum, The Retrenchment Committee 
recommending the entertainment of a Graduate to this department, 
Government wire pleased to appoint Mr. N, Gopala Pillay B. A., 
who had been acting here in the post of Chief Pandit, from 6-8-1 108, 
as per G. 0. No. R. 0. C. 1248/32 Edii., dated the 4th May 1933. 

As a result of the measures of retrenchment elfected as })er G. 
0. R. 0. C. 1248 of 32/Edn., dated the 23rd December 1932^ two 
Pandits on Ks. 50-5/D70 and four Aj^sistent Pandits on Rs. 40^-2/l- 
.50 were reduced from the staff of this office, the supernumerary 
liands being absorbed in the vacancies in the Education Depart- 
ment. 

Besides, the menial staff of this office underwent a reduction 
consequent on the measures of retrenchment. The number of peons 
in this office was reduced from 5 to 3, as per G. 0.

• Tour and Collection oj Manuscripts, During the year, f went 
on tour over 9 Taluks and examined libraries (vide Ap()endix A) 
spending 59 days in camp, as against fO days in the previous year. 
The number of Sanskrit Manuscri])ts (ioll(‘cted during tint yc^ar 
amounted to 54, of which 6 are rare and unpublished and th(' re- 
maining 28 are second copies, secured for the purpose of collating 
the manuscripts already collected. Among these Vaiyakaranasid- 
dhantasangralui and Sri Kamabhusanavyakhya deserve special men- 
tion, being important works in tJm i*espi;ctive subjeds thc^y dead 
with. The number of Malayalam Manuscripts collected was 4, of 
which two are rare and unpul )li she, d and the othei* two ai*e second 
copies of the manuscripts already collecaed. A descriptive Hstof all 
the manuscripts collected is added as Ap]>endix B. 

Transcription and Comparison of Manuscripts^ The numlKa 
of Granthas transcribed from mauuserijvts ac(|iiired on loan from 
private libraries amounted to 41750 as against 5578»‘i in the pre^ 
vious year and 23025 Graiithas were com[>{ired with the originals 
to ensure accuracy, as against 27868| Granthas of last year. Con - 
sidering the reduction effected in the. staff, the fall of outturn under 
this head is only very small and this also bears a clear testimony to 
the fact that the Pandits have done very hard work 

Literary Communication- The department continued to fur- 
nish literary information and references to Euroj)ean and Indi.in 
scholars engaged in research work as required by them. 
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Visitors, Many scholars, both European and Indian, visited 
this office during the year, prominent among whom was Dr. 
Ernst Waldsclunidt, Curator of the Indian Section of the State 
Museum of Ethnography, Berlin, and the opinion that he recorded

With a view to re- 
move this drawback, the existing Pandits W(T(3 prcA'ailed upon to 
work harder than ever. They were asked t<j attend to both the Sans- 
krit and Malaplam works. As a result of the pre.^sure exerted on 
the staff, the Department was able to show in the }'ear underreport 
as much as 21645 Granthas finally passed for printiii^j. This out- 
turn is found to be nearly twice as much as that of the previous 
year and to surpass the output of any of the previous years.

(vide statoiiient attached). It may be noted here that the fall in 
the outturn is but small in view of the fact that for the first five 
montiis ot li08, ti'erc were tiiirteeu hands in the Pandit staff prior 
to the reduction of six hands owing to the measures of retrenchment 
effected, while in the year under report, the Department worked 
throughout the year with only seven Pandits- It reflects, therefore, 
credit on the work of the existing Pandits of the Department. 

Printing. The following 19 works were passing through the 
Press and 21645 Granthas were finally ])rinted as against 12929 
Granthas in the previous year and the printing of the first 6 was 
almost finished. It will Ije noted that the outturn under 'this 
head comes to be nearly twice as much as what was in the previous

A Souvenir in commemoration of the Silver Jubilee Celebration 
of the Department was published. 

Tour and Collection of Manuscripts. During the year, I went 
on tour to 9 Taluks and examined 17 Ubrarie^5 (vide Appendix A), 
ipending 40 day^ in camp, The number of manuscripts collected 
during the year amounted to 71, of which, 34 were found to bo 
rare and unpublished 2b \V(*re second copioM, secured for the pur- 
pose of collating the manuscripts alr.'ady collected and Hie remaining 
IS were copies of works already published, containing Variant read- 
ings and colophons useful for research work. Among these, there 
were li Malayalam manuscripts of which eight were rare and un- 
published and the other three were second copies of manuscripts 
already collected. A descriptive list of all the unpublished manus- 
cripts collected is added as Appendix B. 

Transcription and Comparison of Mnnuscripist The number 
of Granthas transcribed from manuscripts acquired on loan from 
private libraries amounted to 28875 as against 41750 Granthas in 
the previous year, and 12688 Granthas were compared with the 
originals to ensure accuracy as against 23025 in the previous 
year. 

Literary Communication- The department continued to fur- 
nish literary information and references to European and Indian 
scbolara engaged in research work as required by them. 

Visitors* Many scholars, both Indian and European, visited 
tlxie office during the year, prominent among whom was Madam 
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L. Morin, 5 Rue Marie Davy, Paris XIV., and the opinion that 
•he recorded in the Visitor’s Book runs as follows ; - 

‘‘It was a most interesting cxperiitnce for me to visit the office 
of the Curator and have a talk with him, to have a 
‘‘darsana” of the valuable manuscripts, and also to meet 
the Pandits who devote themselves to copying and editing 
them.

Cdahration cj the Silver Jubilee- The Departnicnt completed 
the 25th year of i^s existence during (lie year, and its Silver Jubilee 
was celebrated in a befitting in.iner in accordance wiih tlio generous 
sanction of Government. Tlie iujyal Wedding of Her Highness 
Kartikai Tirnnai, the hirst Princc'S of Truvancore, having boon 
celebrated from tin* 12tl] Makaram ll09/2r)th January 1934 to 18th 
Makarum 1 109/31 st »Jaiiuary 1934, when enniumt men from abroad 
had assembled in the capital, ih(‘ opporiimity was availi'd of for the 
celebration of the Silver Jubilee and the funeliou was conducted 
with great eclat on the 15th Makaram 1 109/2 SlIi Januan^ 1934 (on 
the 4th day of the PallikketUi), in the Victoria Jubilee Town Hall. 
The meeting was pres ided over by the euiinent scholar and statesman 
Sir C. P. Ivamnswami Aiycr K. C. I. E., and there were present 
besides the elite of the town, many representatives of the ancient 
families of this State, who helped the department by lending manus- 
cripts from their libraries. A souvenir in commemoration of the 
Silver Jubilee Celebration was distributed among the audience. This 
volume coniaintd a portrait of His Most Gracious Highness the 
Maharaja, a foreword by Sir C. P. Kamaswami Aiyar K. C. I. E.| 
a brief resume of the working of the Department till 1934, letters 
of appreciation by Pi ofessor Sylvain Levi of Paris, Dr. M. Win- 
teniitz of Prague, Professor Dr. A« B. Keith of Edinburgh, Pro- 



fesior Franklin Edgerton of the University of Yale, U. S. ind 
many other Eur()]>ean Scholars and also literary contributions by 
Savants of India hearing on oriental cuUure and the activities and 
usefulness of the Department- 

The proceedings of the meeting began with a welcome address 
in Sanskrit by Mr. K. Sambasiva Sasfcrial, Curator for the Publi- 
cation of Oriental Manuscripts. In the course of the address Mr. 
Sastriul pointed out the groat interest evinced by the sovei'eigas of 
Travaiicore in litcTatnre and an and beneficent step taken by the 
late Maharaja Sri Mulam Tiruiial in establishing a Department for 
the public! lion of valuable works contained in the Palace Library 
and procurable cdsewhere. His Highness the present Maharaja# he 
said, was continuing the same policy as was inaugurated in the 
previous regime. 

The next item was the opening address by Sir C. P. Rama- 
Kwami Aiyer, President of the meeting. In the course of his in- 
structive address, he referred to the impetus given by Lord Curzou 
in reviving and pre,>(‘rving the past glories of Indi.i in the sphere of 
an, architecture and works of historical Importance and dwelt upon 
the great iuterc>t iliat i.s being now bestowed upon tlie Ajanta fres- 
coes by Hyderabad State as well as the work of publication under- 
taken by the Mysore, Baroda and Kashmir States. He went on to 
deal with the interest of Travancore Sovereigns in the past in the 
field of arts and literature and believed that the same spirit will be 
maintained by His Highness the present Maharaja. He congratu- 
lated the Travancore Oriental Manuscripts Publication Department 
tor th(‘ very gouil work that thtjv have been doing, especially refer- 
ring to the discovery and publication of Bhasa’s works. He also re- 
ferred to the recent }>iirchase of Codex Sonaticus by the British 
Governineiii from Soviet Russia for a very heavy price, as illustrat- 
ing the live interest evince,d i)y the English People in the collection 
an I pi •eservation of ancient manuscripts. He concluded by expres- 
sing the hope that tln^ good work that is being done by the Oriental 
rublication Department of the State will be maintained and deve- 
loped slid further under the benign patronage of His Highness the 
Maharaja, so that tlie inspiration afforded by the past may stimulate 
our present and future cultural activities. 

Mr. V'. V. Srinivasa Aiyangar, Ex-Judge of the Madras High 
Court, then addressed the meeting. He dealt with the importance 
of such publications as are undertaken by the Department, as throw- 
ing great light on the past culture of India, and congratulated the 
Depar onent on the Bj)leiidid work already turned out by it 
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Tlie next address wus by Mr. P. K. Karayaiui Pillai, Retired 
Jadgo, Tra\'aiiCore High CnnH. Speaking on behalf of the Ad- 
visory Board to tlu' Curator of tlie l)e})ariment, he traced the 
history of this Department as having originated in the first instance 
as an adjunct to (he Palace and then having I )een placed under direct 
coifirol or the (Jovcrnm{m(. Dr. Canapati Sastrial who was the 
first Curator wa> no doubt a gretit scholar, and did much in the 
formatioji ami development of the Department. Ibit his leanings 
in certain direetious liaving been found to exclude activities in other 
directions^ an Advisory Board was ap])ointcd to select manuscripts 
of far-reaching importance and to emphasise the need of publishing 
Malabar productions, as would appeal to the rest of India. Now 
the De])artmcnt is working under Mr. K. Sambasiva Sastrial who 
is the prestm^' (hirator. An attempt, he said, is being made by the 
Director of Public Instruction, to get control over this Department. 
If he succeeds, the sp(!ake]‘ feared that the utility of the Department 
would greatly siifier, its o])erati(ms would sink to the level of offi- 
cial routine and the (‘ultural prominence whi(ffi should be kept 
steadily in view would be ruined. On a retrospect he pointed out 
that sonui invaluable ))ublications have already been brought out by 
the De})artmenr, Bhasa’s works, whateveu’ be the controversy about 
their aiithorslii)), have met with the ap])roval of Oriental Scholars, 
all the world over. ''AryamanjuSrimulakalpa^’ has served in the 
hands of Pandit K. P. dayasval to r(‘constriict a period of Indian 
ImjKadal History and to (piestioii the accuracy of certain statements 
by Vincent Smith iu his history in regard to such periods. Skanda- 
svami Bha§ya on the Rigveda, recently published, is a work of great 
merit as regards the Vedic Literature. Skandasvarai being anterior 
to MadliVMcarva, vhos(* Bhasya though prevalent at present, Inrs 
not met with universal appi’oval. Ho also reforr(‘d to the need of 
giving groat currency to Indian philosophical thought: in Western 
coimfcries, especially America, whore as pointed out by Professor 
tiagadis Chandra Chatterjoe of the Indian Academy, New York, 
there is at present an amount of interest felt by Americans in the 
study of Indian philosophy. Ultimately he said that there is much 
to be done in tlu' further development of the department so that 
oriental learning may be enc(‘uraged and the cultural claims of 
India placed beyond dispute. 

This was followed by a speech by Mr. S. Chattanatha Karaya- 
lar ill. lamib wherein he pointed out the need of publishing rare 
1 amil woi*l‘> as a branch of the activities of the Department.

For example, Aryamanjiv^rimulakalpa of 
the Trivandrum Sanskrit Series, [nildished in 1 925, lias now^ pro\ed 
useful in throwing a (lood of light on an opoeh of Indian History, 
as may be seen from Mr, K. P. Tayasval’s contribution in the 
latest issue of the Modern licviewv of Calcutta. No doubt the 
appriiciation of thi.s publication was lardy, but now' that it lias 
been appreciaied, it reHects very great credit u[)on the publication 
department eonducteo' under tlie auspices of this Staie. This is 
only one of the several such instances,

equipment in tliat line were pleased to grant me iierinission to 
travel iu North India, in order to visit the Manuscripts libraries, 
Research Centres and similar institutions, both private and public, 
for collecting first hand information therefrom. They were also 
|)leased to grant me a further extension of servhie for one year. 
Accordingly 1 went on tour for throe months and eleven days, 
visiting almost all important institutions in Mysore, Baroda, Ben- 
ares, Kashmir, Madras and other [)laees.

originals to ensure accuracy amounted to 55850 as against 49944 
in the previous year. 

Literary Communication. The Department continued to 
furnish literary information and references to scholars engaged in 
research as required by them. 

Out-turn of umrk. It is noteworthy that the out-turn of 
work during tin* year manifests an abnormal increase in all its 
branches as shown above which retlects credit in abundant measure 
on the hard work turned out by the Pandit iftafE. The year is 
equally mtimorable as it witnessed the largest number of publica- 
tions ever since ihe inauguration of this Department. Twenty- 
seven publications were brought to light during the year, as against 
fourteen in the previous year. 

Visitor , Distinguished scholars^ both European and Indian, 
visited this Office during the year. It may also be noted that this 
Department rendered all facilities in research to the various scholars 
who flocked to the metropolis during- the Ninth Session of the All 
India Oriental Conference in 1987. 

Receipts. Tlie total receipts of the year amounted to Rs. 316 
Ch, 1 ca. 0 of which the sum of Rs, 315, chs. 15, was due to the 
rent realised from Dr. Jayaram Cousins on account of his occupa- 
tion of the: top floor of the Ingledene Bungalow and Cbs, 14 due to

Ir is embellished with two commentaries, 
Virnarsinr and Vivarana, of which the former comprises detailed 
and elucidative notes on every textual portion and the latter thrf)ws 
a flood of light on the‘ practical application of Maniras embodied in 
the text. 

6. Vaikhannsdijarmt by lllirgu. This is an authoritative 
treatise on Tantra composed by an ancient sage, dealing with the 
details of different observances in various countries. 

7. Mdtangqlilck vnth Phdsdvydkhyd. The textual portion 
is borrowed from the l^astyayurveda of Palakftpya Maharsi, All 
details regarding elephants — their origin, characteristics, training, 
diseases and their treatment etc., are explained herein. Th(^ Mala- 
yalara commentary appended to it is highly useful to the non- 
Sanskrit-knowing public. 

8. Prakriydsarvnsm, Port II T, This is a treatise on Sanskrit 
grammar composed by Melpultur Narayana Bhatta^iri within three 
months, elucidating the Sutras of Paiiini by auchorit-itive citations 
of views of learned Sanskrit garmmarians, especially of Bhojadeva. 
li i'^ an extremely rare and useful work, inasmuch as no work more 
authorit itive ihan it has yet been produced after its divseovery and 
as the views of distinguished Sanskrit grainiimrians up to its corn- 
])Osition could only In: understood by the perusal thereof, 

9. Vakyapadiyam.^ Part II. This is a rare and authoritative 
work on Sanskrit grammar, highly useful to Sanskrit scholars, 
codifying as it does all the rules prescribed in the Mahabhftaya for 
the elucidative exposition of Stip^ Tin Kdraka and Vrtti. 

lU. Mayamatam with Tamil commentary. This is an ancient 
tyork on architecture deiUing wirh the construction of cities, palaces. 
SivalUtga^ Stambha I he Tamil commentary attach^ to it is 
also vor) rare ami ancient. Another work (with the? same title} 
known to have been extant in ancient times remains to be discover- 
ed as yet.

Tout and Collection of Manuscripts- During the year 
Mr. K. Sambasiva Sastrl was on tour for o days and 1 on 

tour t<) thrcie Taluks and visited tern Libraries (vid(‘ Appendix 4 l), 
spending 14 days in camp. The numbi.T of manuscripts collected 
during the year besides 2 rare transcripts amounted to 100 of 
which 21 are rare and unpublished, 35 are second copies secured 
for the purpose of collating the manuscripts already (’ollected, 
and the remaining 43 are copies of important works already publi- 
shed containing variant readings and colophons useful for 
research work, A list of the manuscripts collected is added as 
Appendix B. 

It is higii time for effective meiisures being taken for the 
safe [)res(!rvation of ancient palm-leaf manuscripts as (winced by 
the decaying condition of innumerable precious manuscripts, which 
I had occasion to witness during my tours to the dift'tjrent plaJes 
in the State. 

Transcription and Comparison of Manuscripts- The number 
of Granthas traiiscrilxid from manuscripts at-quirou on loan 
from private libraries amounted to 38,760, as against 53340, in the 
previous year, while the number of (xranthas compared with the 
originals to ensure accuracy amounted to 39,200, as against 55,360 
in the previous year. 

Literary Communication. The Department continued to 
furnish literary information and references to scholar's engaged in 
research as required by them. 

Visitors- Distinguished scholars, both European and Indian, 
visited this Office during the year, prominent among whom are 
Dr. D. R. Bhandurkai’, Professor of the Calcutta Univtjrsity and 
C. A. Rylands, Lecturer in Sanskrit, School of Oriental Studies,
